FINAL BRIEFS 1 
WHITE SLAVE 


- 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 3.—Final 
briefs in the appeal from conviction 
of Maury I. Diggs and F. Drew Cam- 


inetti, under the Mann White Slave 
Act, are being filed this week in the 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals. When the arguments were 
heard, on November 5, Judges Wol- 
verton, Ross and Gilbert granted 30 
days for both sides to file addition- 
al briefs. 

The entire case is now taken 
under submission, and a_ decision 
is not expected before January or 
February. 

Diggs and Caminetti were convic- 
ted and sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary on evidence growing out of 
their escapade with Martha Warring- 
'ton anl Lola Norris, in which they 
eloped from Sacramento...to eno, 
Nevada. In their review of the 
‘case, the attorneys for the appel- 
lants pointed out that the wife of 
, each of the prisoners knew of the 
relations of the men with the girls. 
‘and that Diggs and Caminetti, in 
order to avoid a scandal brewing 
in Sacramento, escaped to Reno. 
'Marshall B. Woodworth, former U. 
8. District Attorney, J. A. Cooper, 
‘formerly a judge in the California 
District Court of Appeals, and Ro- 
bert T. Devlin, former U. S. District | 
‘Attorney, represent the convicted 
men. According to their argument, 
when the party arrived at Reno they 
realized the folly of the trip for the 
first time. Attorney Woodworth 
argued that the two men_ were 
‘amenable to the laws of Nevada and 
California, but should not have been 
reached under the white slave act.
